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1 . Newly submitted claims 34-49 are directed to an invention that is independent or 
distinct from the invention originally claimed for the following reasons: claim 38 (and its 
corresponding method claim 34) is directed to a subcombination useable with the 
originally-set forth invention of claim 1 1 (and its corresponding method claim 1 ). The 
subcombination of claim 38 has a separate use such as for sensing the number of 
products in a flow. 

Since applicant has received an action on the merits for the originally presented 
invention, this invention has been constructively elected by original presentation for 
prosecution on the merits. Accordingly, claims 34-49 are withdrawn from consideration 
as being directed to a non-elected invention. See 37 CFR 1 .142(b) and MPEP §21.03. 

2. The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: 

In the last line of claim 1 1 , the parenthesis after "flow" should be deleted. 
In line 10 of claim 50, the parenthesis after "flow" should be deleted. Appropriate 
correction is required. 

3. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 
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4. Claims 8-10 and 50 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. 

Claim 8 depends from itself. 

The subject matter set forth in lines 3-10 of claim 50 is redundant of that recited 
in lines 14-21 of base claim 11. 

5. Claims 1 -6, 1 1 -20 and 22-33 are allowable. 

6. Claims 8-10 and 50 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the 
rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action. 

7. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 8-10 and 50 have been considered - 
but are moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 

8. Applicant's amendment necessitated the new ground(s) of rejection presented in 
this Office action.
